B. Foraker, who, according to pub- 
lished dispatches, referred to him on 
the floor of the senate the other day 
as “that Capt. McDonald.’ Capt. Mc- 
Donald does not say that he would make 
‘any physical trouble for Senator For- 
aker should he meet him. The cold 
glitter in his steel blue eyes when he 
refers to the Ohio Senator, does not 
indicate that it would be an altogether 
pleasant meeting. 

' Capt. McDonald is said to know more 
about the Brownsville affair than any 
of those who investigated it. He was 
sent there by Gov. Lanhan as soon as 
it occurred, and spent some time mak- 
ing a personal inquiry into the case. 
-Asa direct result of his research, 12 ne- 
gro soldiers were arrested on the charge 
of being implicated in the shooting up 
of the town, in which one man was 
killed and another wounded. Capt. Mc- 
Donald madea written report of his find- 
ings to Gov. Lanham and to President 


Roosevelt. 

Capt. McDonald is the most noted 
peace officer in the Southwest He has 
been cemhander of a company of Texas 
rangers for nearly twenty vears and 
during that period he has had many 
thrilling encounters with desperate men. 
Only a few weeks ago he and three 
members of his company were riding 
along a road near Rio Grande City, 
when they were fired upon by Mexicans 
in ambush. Capt. McDonald and _ his 
men returned the fire in the darkness, 
being guided in their aim by the flashes 
of the guns of the attacking party. 
Thev killed four Mexicans and wounded 
others.

The trouble was over who 
should have custody of a. prisoner 
whom Capt. McDonald had arrested in 
an adjoining county. Sheriff Mathews 
and two deputies came to Quanah with 
the avowed intention of killing McDon- 
ol4.-The latter heard of this threat and 
was prepared for trouble. Mathews and 
McDonald met upon the public square 
and both pulled their pistos. 

Mathews got in the first shot. the bul- 
let going through McDonald's right 
lung. They were within 10 feet of each 
other. The terrible wound did not floor 
McDonald. He fired at Mathews and the 
bullet struck a piece ef plug tobacco 
and a thick notebook that shielded 
Mathews’ heart. The men fired the sec- 
and shots simultaneously. Mathews was 
struck near the heart and he fell to the 
ground dead. McDonald was hit in the 
right side, and the bullet ranged up- 
ward and enme out at his neck. 

While Matthews and McDonald were 
having this duel the two deputies of 
Matthews were shooting at McDonald 
at clone range, but all of their bullets 
went wild. When McDonald saw that 
he had killed Matthews he turned his 
attention to the two deputies. He fired 
at them as they fled down the street 
ana he then sank down unconscious. He 
was a long time recovering from the 
wounds which he received.

Cowdery, vice-president and general 
manager of the thaclede Gas Co. 

They were taken in automobiles for a 
drive through the West End of the city. 
They looked over several sites available 
as a starting point in the neighborhood 
of Forest Park. ° 

While no member of the committee 
will state what sites are under consid- 
eration it is probable that the Stadium 
will be selected as Offering the best fa- 
cilities for starting the balloons, 

The party drove to Station G of the 
Laclede Gas Co., at Chouteau and New- 
stead avenues.

After being marooned a week on a 
Sandbar, part of that time in imminent 
peril of destruction, the Stacker Lee, 
One of the biggest packets plying the 
Mississippi, was floated off by the waves 
from a small sternwheel towboat sent 


to its aid, and arrived in safety early 
Monday at the St. Louis wharf. 

The lent, bound for Memphis, struck 
the sandbar Sunday afternoon, Dec. 2, 
and swung almost at once broadside to 
the current. The bar is 14 miles below 
St. Louis, and is known t® rivermen as 
the “Pull Tight.’”’ It bears an unpleas- 
ant reputation among them, having 
Stranded many packets. 

The bar is really almost a shoal, ex- 
tending across the river, and each end 
of the Stacker Lee rested on sand, The 
boat was midway of-the river, headed 
to the Illinois shore. 

The river was running so heavily with 
ice that there was practically no traf- 
‘fic. Luther Brashear, a pilot, volun- 
'teered to bring to St. Louis a message 
Of the boat’s plight, and was taken to 
the Missouri shore in a skiff, the trip 
being extremely dangerous on account 
of the mass of ice floes. The 4 pas- 
sengers aboard were much frightened, 
but when they learned that Capt. A. S&S.

This is similar to pofing 
a bateau off a bar .under similar cir- 
cumstances, except that a steam capstan 
is used instead of manpower, and some 
of the spars are 45 feet long, 18 inches 
square at the base. The use of spars 
proved ineffectual with the Stacker Lee 
on account of the wall of ice above it.

WHEN TRAINS CRASH 
IN FOG AT STATION 
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FOR CORPORATIONS 











fall a heavy fog settled down, a fog so 
dense that it seemed almost like a fine 
rain. The local had lost time steadily 
and when it passed Tacoma, the first 
station the other side of Terra Cotta, 
‘it was lW minutes behind time. The 
‘operator closed the block at Tacoma 
‘at 6:26 o’clock. The train stopped at 
Terra Cotta, where the station is a mere 
shed. There were twenty or thirty per- 
sons to get on. 

At 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon a 
train of seven empty coaches and one 
baggage car, technically known as an 
equipment train, left Cumberland, Ma., 
for Baltimore. There were no passen- 
lgers on the train. The crew consisted 
of a conductor, a brakeman, a baggage 
master, an engineer and a fireman, The 
train ran as an extra fast freight. Its 
engineer was Henry P. Helderbrand 
and the fireman J. C. McClellan, both 
of Baltimore. 

They were running about-45 miles an 
hour when they reached Tacoma. The 
fog was very thick, and, although the 
operator and the railroad authorities as- 
sert that the signal was set against the 
extra freight at Tacoma, the engineer 
did not see it. He knew that the local 
was ahead of him, but as he had 15 
minutes lee way he thought it certain 
the local had passed Brockland and was 
in Washintgon. He did not slow down 
at Tacoma. The engineér says that, 
owing to the fog, he was not certain 
where he was and did not miss the sig- 
nal at Tacoma, 


Going at, Great Speed. 


There is a doWn grade from Terra 
Cotta into Washington and the equip- 
ment train came through toward Wash- 
eee at tremendous speed. It reached 
erra Cotta station just as the local 
train was about to pull out. The sig- 
nal had been given by the conductor to 
‘go ahead,”’ but there were yet a few 
persons on the platform who had not 
found places on the train. Most of the 
passengers, how®ver, were in their 
places and the bell on the engine of the 
local was ringing. 
The train of empties crashed into the 
rear coach and ploughed its way 
through, splitting the coach apart as if 
it had been a paper box.

The coupling 
connecting the rear coach broke and the 
engineer was soon dragging his two 
coaches to safety. He ran down the 
| track a quarter of a mile. 

Peering from his cab window he saw 
nothing. following and stopped his train. 
He and his firemen were at a loss to 
know what had happened. They could 
not see the lights of the rear coach and 
they knew they had lost it. Even then 
they did not know that it had been de- 
molished by a rear end collision. They 
| believed a loose car had run into them, 
according to a statement made to a rail- 
road official. They were standing below 
{the wreck a full quarter of a mile and 
the engineer, after talking matters over 
with his fireman, had about decided to 
return and try to pick up his rear coach. 
He was expecting some signal from the 
conductor or rear brakeman. Getting 
none, he reversed his engine and was 
preparing to back up to Terra Cotta 
station in search of the missing coach, 
Kris train was not yet moving, when, 
with terrific force, it was jarred again, 
both engineer and fireman being thrown 
from their seats.

THE STRUGGLE FOR CHOICE CUTS. 

One of the most remarkable statements, illustrat- 
ing things as they are in the United States at pres- 
ent, comes from the Armours of Chicago. To a page 
review of existing conditions, published by the New 
York World, to show the relations between. the -in- 
creased cost of living and “unprecedented pros- 
perity,” the Armour people contributed the illumi- 
nating information that at present “75 per cent of 
the demand is for 25 per eent of the steer.” 

That is, three-fourths of the demand is for the 
“choice cuts.” : 

A larger number of people can now afford to com- 
pete for choice cuts than ever before. — 

There are also a larger number of people than ever 
before who, though they cannot actually afford the 
choice cuts, compete for them at any rate. ‘They 
live from “hand to mouth,” but they play the pres- 
ent against the future, regardless of all consequences 
except getting the choice cuts while choice cuts,.are 
possible. 

These classes make the 75 per cent demand for 
25 per cent of the steer. 

The demand for 25 per cent of the steer fixes the 
price for the rest. When the demand for choice 
euts can be made to pay profits on the whole steer, 
it is not part.gf the present plan of marketing to 
allow the market )for a pound of high-priced choice 
euts to be broken by low prices for three pounds of 
cuts that not choice. So people who are not 
vet no choice cuts to begin with, and in the 
this method they find that the beef is not 
cut to suit either their stomachs or their purses. 

Prosperity ought to be unprecedented. We all 
need it in our business. The only possible method 
of perpetuating it and paking it actually unprece- 
dented is to base it on 75 per cent of the steer in- 
stead of 25 per cent of choice cuts for 10 per cent of 
the total number of appetites.

The upper two and a half feet of the mound from which they were tak- 
en last September, is just such a mixture of black soll and buff subsoil as 
would naturally result from digging and burying. It is loess which has been 
disturbed. In this superficial layer were the three skulls of & later type, 
previously referred to, and adjoining them were numerous bones. Below 
this layer comes clearly defined bright buff undisturbed original loéss, with 
its characteristic lithological structure, {ts lime nodules and shells; and 
through it, to a carefully measured depth of seven and one-half feet, 
are scattered bits of human bone, as already mentioned.

QUESTION OF BEST SWIMMING STROKE UP AGAIN 


By LEFT HOOK, 

AMES J. JEFFRIES leads a haunt- 
J ed life. He is hemmed in on all 

sides by fifty-thousand dollar 
purses, beckoning him to throw down 
the hoe and take up the Queensberry 
buré@en. The jingle of the almighty dol- 
lar is ringing in his ears like the sweet 
music of the sirens calling to Ulysses to 
forsake his crew. The fight promoters 
and the sporting public are anxious to 
see Jeff fight again and will leave no 
stone unturned to get the big potato 
planter back into the ring. But (funny 
how that little word always works its 
way into the game) who is there to 
match with Jeffries? This question has 
been asked so often that it should re- 
ceive a pension. But still it remains un- 
answered. 

By some necullar trick of Fate the 
name of Bill Squires of Australia has 
been dragged into the limelight, and is 
beginning to have the same effect as the 
poppy plant on the minds of the fight 
fans. Squires has never done anything 
to justify the prominence he is receiving 
in this country. It is his good fortune 
to be living at a time when heavyweight 
material is as scarce as radium in the 
United States. And the beauty of 
Squires’ position is that he is too far 
away for any of us to get a line on his 
ability. Distance lends enchantment to 
= view, and we haven't even got the 
view. 

This is not saying that Squires is not 
the greatest fighter that ever lived. But 
it is saying that he is an utter stranger 
to the fighting game in this country and 
should not be given the preference over 
men who were born and raised on Uncle 
Sam's soil. That is, he should not jump 
from obscurity into a match with the 
greatest heavy in the world without first 
being duly tried out. It would be an in- 
justice to Jeff to ask him to step into 
the ring with a man who is just as apt 
to turn to a bum asa world-beater. It’s 
not right. As has been said before, 
Squires should be matched with O’Brien 
or Burns or Johnson or Ah Wing—any- 
body would do, in fact, just give the 
American sports a chance to see Bill 
work. In these days of graft vou can't 
believe anything until you are really 
shown. The Missouri doctrine is uni- 
versal. Maybe there is no such man as 
Squires. What?

The Best Swimming. 


Saturday night's tank races at the M. 
A. C. brought up the old question again 
of which is the best swimming stroke? 


fom E. T. Kitching, the respective indoor 
and out-door fifty-yard record holders, 
will realize the meaning. They are 
representative exponents of the crawl, 
both successful, vet in almost every part 
of their stroke their action differs. 





That the discarding of the once famous 
scissors kick was a step forward we are 
bound to admit. As soon as we gave it 
up in favor of a straighter drive our 
swimmers began to improve as a class, 
and when the laws of meclianics were 
called in to give a reason for the 
progress (a thing that occurred only 
after success had been proven) they were 
found to afford the scientific explana- 
tion of the solved problem. 

Many Varieties Shown. 

At present, though, the crawl kick has 
developed into half a dozen or more 
distinct varieties of whose relative val- 
ue absolutely nothing is known.. They 
are too new for us to have been able 
to learn by experience, and even the 
facilities for observation have been in- 
sufficient. 

Still we are gradually forming dif- 
ferent schools of crawlers, as uncon- 
sclously the green swimmers imitate 
one or the other of the successful ex- 
ponents, and it should not be long be- 
fore results give us a basis for com- 
parison. Meanwhile we have only the- 
ory to work upon, but there is no rea- 
son why applied theory should not 
help us a great deal toward the object 
we have in view. 

That it is to the legs that we must 
now look for an increase in speed 
seems only reasonable to believe. In 
almost every branch of sport the legs 
furnish most of the strength, and they 
are undoubtedly capable of greater ef- 
fort than the arms. Why. then, should 
not this power be applied in such a 
manner as to propel the body with | 
greater speed even than can the arms? 
Their less adaptable build? This may 
be, but it has not been proved, and 
the writer, for one, believed the con- 
trary. It is known verv well that it 
is a recognized theory that In; bending 
the legs the added resistance offsets all 
the benefit derived from the kick: but 
what need of the bend? 

_Prof. Sundstrom of the New York A. 
® has swum with arms extended 
above ‘his head, immovable, using to 
propel himself a pedaling movement of 
the legs, which he calls the swordfish 
stroke. Now, without the help of his 
arms he can negotiate 2 yards under 
12 seconds, which is as fast as our 
great Schwarz can crawl with arms 
and legs both. 

Now no one who has seen Schwarz 
swim will dispute the fact that most of 
his speed comes from the arms. Why, 
then, should not a combination of his 
own arm stroke and Sunderstrom’'s leg 
drive send him a great deal faster than 
he is now going? 

I cannot but think that a close study 
-of the above kick would greatly bene- 
fit our leading sprinters, and I believe 
that in its adoption lies the secret of 
great future progress. I will try to 
describe it that those who are unable 
to see it exhibited may have an idea 
of its actlon. At the same time I will 
add that one gets far better results 
through watching a stroke swum than 
either by trying to learn it from a de- 
scription or even by being coached into 


Meffert Discovered Daniels. 


This statement will be questioned by 
many, probably, but statistics are with 
me. Of course, I mean to speak of fair- 
ly good swimmers, not novices. At least, 
a dozen men have been spoken of as 
responsible for Daniels’ great achieve- 
ments, but the truth of the matter is 
that Daniels worked out his present 
stroke entirely by himself. Alex Mef- 
fet undoubtely was the one to discover 
the latent speed in him, and he it was 
who set him on the good road, but 
when Daniels left him he was a 1.10 
man at best.

The 220 yards, quarter mile. half mile, mile, mile and a half, 120-vard hurdles, 
220-yard hurdles, pole vault, high jump, broad jump, all the standing jumps, 
throwing hammers, putting shots, throwing weights—-records for all these special 
events were taken from British holders by American contestants, And more than 
that, nearly all the records were broken again and again on this side of the sea. 

Mitchell 
began chipping-inches off the best previous performances many years ago, raising 
the mark from the hundred and twenties to the hundred and forties. John Flanagan 
was first to reach 150 feet.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 31.—Statistics 
compiled by the Picayune show that 73 
in the United 
States during 1906. Sixty-nine of these 
three were white me! 
and one was a negro woman. This is a" 
increase of eight over 196, when © 
sons were put to death by mob violenc: ; 
1902, 96; in 1901. 135. 


Fifteen states were affected, as fol- 


‘lows: Alabama, 5; Arkansas, 4; Colora- 


do, 1; Florida, 6; Georgia, $; Indian Ter- 
‘ritory, 1; Kentucky, 3: Louisiana, 9: Mis- 
'sissippi, 13; Maryland, 1; Missouri, 3: 
North Carolina, 5; South Carolina,. 5; 
Tennessee, 2: Texas, 6. 

Compared to 1906, ‘Louisiana increaasel 
and Mississippi decreased, six lynchings 
rege foes in the former State during 
the previous year and 20 in the latter. 

Following were the crimes harged 
against the 73 victims of mob “wrath: 
Triple assault, 1; assault, 13: attempted 
assault, 19; assault and murder, 1; mur- 
der, 15; attempted murder, 11; murder 
and robbery, 1; dual murder, 1; quad- 
ruple murder, 3; quintuple murder, Re 
improper proposals, robbery, carrying 
pistol, theft of calf, theft of $1, disorder- 
ly conduct, 1 each. 

The disorderly conduct caSe was ali 
outgrowth of the Atlanta riots, al- 
though the victim had nothing to do 
with the series of attacks on the white. 
The pistol-carrying incident {s found ta 
Mississippi, and the theft of a caif in 
Louisiana. In the latter State also oc- 
curred the lynching of the negro who 
Stole a dollar. 


Three Triple Lynchings. 
There were two double lynchings at 
Mobile, Ala., and Fort Gardner, Fila. 
Three triple lynchings occurred at Pel- 


hamdale City, Ga.; Salisbury, N. C., and 
Springtield, Mo. 

Forty-three were hanged, 21 
the open, 
were in jail, two hanged and shot, fou 
hanged and burned and oné shot an 
burned, 

There were an even dozen Sunday 
lynchings—two in Alabama, two in Ar- 
Kansas, one in Indian Territory, two in 
Kentucky, one in Louisiana, three in 
Mississippi and one in North Carolina. 

November broke its hoodoo durin 
For the 20 years previous no treahiaans 
had occurred during that month, North 
or South. In 1906, however, there were 
nine in the eleventh month. There were 
one or more lynchings during every 
month of 1996 August, the hottest 
month, leads with ten, while December, 
the coldest month had only two. The 
lynchings by months are: 

During January, 3; February, 6; 
March, 4; April, 7; May, 8; June, 3; 
July, 7; August, 10; September, 3; 
tober, 11; November, 9; December, 2. 

The first lynching of the year occurred 
at Moscow, Tex., Jan 10, and the last 
at Las Animas, Colo., Dec. ote 

A singular feature. is the similarity 
of circumstances surrounding the lynch- 
ing of two white men—R. T. Rogers, at 
Tallulah, La., and J. W. Johnson, at 
Wadesboro, N. Cc. In both of these 
cases mob violence can be traced to the 
tardiness of justice. Rogers, charged 
with the murder of Jesse Brown, a fel- 
low merchant at Girard, La., had been 
before the courts nearly three years, the 
Supreme Court of the State twice pass- 
ing on the case. After a change of 
venue from Richland Parish to Madison 
Parish and after evidence was all in at 
Tallulah, a death occurred tn the farm- 
ily of the presiding judge, who there- 
upon quashed the proceedings and en- 
tered a mistrial.
